contrarp to their Imaginations, and publiſhed boaſkinges, 
to turne their glozp into ſhame. As by the following diſ⸗ 
courſe molt plainely ſhall appeare to the comfazt of all ſuch

His Maieſty hearing that the enemy app2oched very 
faſf inramped himlelfe at Arques, a god league from the 
— de tg — r 
e Birron. and 
by tudged, what the enemp was able to doe againſt him: 
wherenpponthe canſed certame trenches to be made on the 
W nnn... e 
rques 
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Arques as a ramon tan ſhte. A deuiſe ſo excellente and 
polutickely framed, that all the Army ( fo2 a neede) mighte 
be couered therewith, out ol all danger, vppon which tren- 
ches, his Maieſty planted foure peeces of great Artillerye, 
this being done in ſight ol a faire plaine, where he ſuppoſed 

theenemy wouldcome to fight, whether alſo wee might 
come without any daunger, this Campe ol the Kings was 
pitched cloſe almoſt after the faſhion of the Romances in 
olde tune. All the companies were quartered in villages 
rounde about actoꝛding as his Maieſty had oꝛdamed their 
lodginges. The meane while the enemy appꝛoched moꝛe 
and moꝛe very faſt, and on Friday the fifteenth of this mo⸗ 
neth ol September, he tame and lodged his vantgard with⸗ 
ina league and a halfe of the towne of Diepe, whether 
his Maieſty was gone that mozning to mark the enemies 
intent, who ſaw plainly by their pꝛeſent dealing, that they 
minded vtterly to ſpoil the ſuburbe called le Paul let, beſoꝛe 
hee came to Arques. | 

The king therefoze with all diligence ſoꝛtiſied the ſaide 

ſuburbe, but eſpecially the milles which ſtode mult open to 
the enemy. Which being done, his ſaid Paicſfy woulde 
once againe as neere as he could with final company mark 
and ſer, how the enemy was lodged, and perteiuing though 
the occaſion of ſome one that they were to fo2warde, com⸗ 
maunded fiue oꝛ ſire of his company to geue them a charge, 
which was done to the loſſe of ſeauen of the enemy vppon 
that place, his Patefty retourning at night lay in his guar- 
ter of Arques, doing nothing al that night. But many be⸗ 
foze dap marched ont of the ſubburbs of Diepe to the ficid 
who made againſt the enemy moſte hotſkirmiges, where 
mounſier de Chaſtilion commanded ouer the fatemen, 
who ſhewed Himſelfe moze and moꝛe a molt ſkilfull and va- 
lfant leader, in ſo much that our Arquebuzers neuer diſ- 
charged bulict tn vaine. The hozſemen alſo were ſo ſette 
and placed by the king, who behaued themſelues ſo well, 
that no perſon could paſſe to the enemp, without gb 
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diſoꝛder among vs, lo earneſt were our ſouldiers to the 


Among other his Maieſty permitted certaine Engliſhe 
Lo2ds well mounted and armed, and moſt ſinmptuouſly at- 
tired, A knew among the reſt the noble gentleman maiſter 
d' Euerax, bzother to the right honoꝛable Earle of Eſſer, 
who was one of the foꝛmaſt and foꝛwardeſt in the fight, 

Who imployed themlelues ſo valiaumtiy and with ſuche 
hardy courage that they flue many of the enemies, and in 
leſſe then the turning of an hand, thzew them to the ground 
and toke pꝛiſoners all that incountred them. About ten 
of the clocke this fozenone, we ſaw aboue the milles, how 
the enemp in great troupes came downe the hill, to conti- 
nue their paſſage after ſome of their company which had 
already paſſed the bzoke which ſeperated their armye and 
ours, and being entred in the medowe, they purpoſcd to 
aſſault a village called Boutielle, wherethe kinges white 
comet was, At what time wee ſawe conmung againfte 
them the very ſame inſtant ſire gentlemen, well armed 
whom we knew not, but the King was ſince certifped, two 
of them wer the Loꝛds of Saiar Marke and Sturbe, which 
twke their ſwoꝛdes in hand to ſuch purpole., with two Ar⸗ 
quebuzeirs on fot, that the enemies being in number thir- 
ty oꝛ thirty fine, which befo2c had paſſed the b:oke., were 
conftrained to turne their backs and wade againe thzough 
the ſame bzoke, to eſcape theirhardpurſute, fivinge with 
great ſęqre and ſozxrowfull caamtenance.” / Uppon this ac- 
cident it is greatly to be conſidered;that if the enemv nut 
haue had their wiles without expulſe, and that their whole 
Army might haue got ouer the water as thoſe few did, our 
litle hoaſt had beene (ome ſeperated in the halſe, by theire 
nughtp and huge Armye, which waulde haue derne verye 
hardly ioyned together againe. 

His Paieſty had ſent the two cunpanies ol light hozſe- 
men of Mounſier de Lorges and Harambres to the me- 
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dowe. Notwithſtanding they lad by and by a contrarye 
cemnardement ta goe to Arques tomete Mounſieur de 
Bit ron: but all the while there continued this day greate 
ſkinmiges at the milles of Paullet And his Pateſty ad 
uauneing hunſelfe al wapes to ſee they: doinges,a Harque⸗ 
buze Got came and ſtroke in the thigh of his hoꝛſe, but ma 


ny moze bullets paſſed on the contrary ſive of Arques. 


Now thoſe two compantes of kght hoꝛſmen, ( of which 


one part belonged to my L od the Prince of Countie, con 


diced by Mounficur ꝙ Armillie his lieftenant)whom the 
king hadbefoze ſent to Monſieur de Birron, had comman- 
dement of the tand Monſieur, to go and ſpie out the lodging 
ofthe enemy, wholapina village called Martinglize be- 
yond the riuer, where alſo was the Duke, and Cheualliers 
d Amall, of Nemovres and Sagonne, but our men being 
come ta the place,ran vpon the enemy ſo fiercely, that they 
hadno letfure to cary word to Monficur de Birron of that 
they had ſene, and with ſo great fury they did it being eager 
in fight, that they bzoke dome on hozſebacke all theire 
rampiers 02 barrycades, and flue of the enemy moꝛe then 
an hundzeth and fifty, ſome heide the Marques De mene- 
laye to be in the munber, beſides divers Captains and ma 
ny god pꝛiſoners which they tinke. 

The Chenamers d Aumall and Sagonne were the firſt 
that fied, with ſaur regimens offoxtemen, who formd moꝛe 
ſafety in thetr feete; then in their os. His maieſtye 
which was on the ſide; of Die pe, porteiuung by the ene 
came into his quartoz,where he found hui thoſe of his fide 
bad moſt faithfully ſerued in that intoumter latelye made, 
which was done ſo manſullv, that i he had had thoſe tier 
hudzed hoꝛſes redy which aſter ward came, we had brought 
Di ig we were ve⸗ 
ry ſo2owfull foz mounſicur d Armille, who had recetued a 
dangerous wound thzongh the body by a fwoꝛde, but 
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of that moneth, his Maieſtv cauſed a Cannon to bee du 
chargedagainſt the enemp, on the ſide of Arques, while 
mounſicur de Chatellon made a moſte valtarmt ſkir- 
mige, winning many pꝛiſoners that dap, from the enemy, 
without the laſſe of any ant man, and but fewe of his ſol⸗ 
diours founded. Which was done while thoſe of our ſide 
recouered a village where they flew thirtie men at the 
leaff. Euery day of that werke they ſpent in the like ſkir⸗ 
wiſhes, bp the meanes wherof an infinite munber of gentle 
men and ſonldiours came of their voluntarie godwil, and 
prelded themſelnes and ſeruice to the King, parte whereof 
were the troupes aregiment of Mounſier de Rubemprec 
which befoze was taken of the enimie at Gornay, who fol- 
lowed p ennmes armic fo2 the ſafegard of their armes. On 
CTewelday the one + twentieth by bꝛeake ol day, about fine 
of the clocke in the mozning, the eninne marched ont from 
the aide Bartinghze in battel ray, ſo wel oꝛdered as might 
be, their faces ſet againſt Arques and againff the ſide of 
ourSwizers, the moſt part of their hoꝛſemen in ſundeie 
troupes wonderfull firong and thicke , their fotemen in 
their winges excellently well placed. Then the Lo2d de 
Billin with two thouſand ſhot, was choſen to gine the on- 
ſet vpon vs. But his maieſtie who was a hoxſtbacke vn- 
till midnight, perceiuing that the eininnes intent was to 
winne the riuer, and to paſſe the ſame , foz which purpoſe 
they had made certaine baidges of wod to be taſt ouer, he 
pꝛeſentip ſet ſuch oꝛder in euery place, that they coulde doe 
ham no hurt without great loſſe to theniſeiues. And now 
hauing ſene the oꝛder of their battell incontment hee ſent 
fo:th his light hozfemen : Andthe'company belonging to 
my Lozd, the Pzince (gouerned by Mounſieur de Mon- 
racer) ad his matefties owne Coznet, wherein were mp 
Los le graund prior, le graunde Eſquier, le count 
Rochfoucaue, le count de Rouſye, le count de Roch- 
ford, with diuers other gentlemen which were neareſt to 
the perſon of his mateſtie. fee tele he pineedby tho tht 
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were his fofemen, deniding his Swizers in two partes. 
And in this oꝛder he ſet againſt the enimie, knowing that 
God could as well vanquiſh wirt a ſmall asa great mun⸗ 
ber, hauing earneſtly deſired his aide, as well by his publike 
as pꝛiuate pꝛavers. Then marched he againſt his eni- 
mies with ſuch reſolued and pꝛincely courage, that the in- 
counter and charges which hee gane againſt his enimies 
(being in mmiber twentie fine thouſand men of warre,and 
hunſelfe but nine thouſand) was moſt wonderfull. The 
enimie loſt at that time nere hand fiue hundzeth men, beũde 
pꝛiſoners and wounded ſouldiours: And the reſt were in 
ſuch feare, that eightie ol our men chaſed and put to flight 
a thouſand hoꝛſemen of the enimies, following the purſute 
molt couragiouſly,and crying, God ſaue the King, But 
they were fo aſtoniſhed, that the helpe which the Duke 
de Maine had pꝛouided to ſend to ſuctour them, ſtanding in 
a rape behinde, were ſo diſoꝛdered by their owne men 
whom wee had in chaſe, who mingled them ſelues among 
the reſt foꝛ ſafegarde, that they were all bꝛought into ſuch 
an hoꝛrible confuſion, that had his Maieſtie receiued the 
loꝛces which afterwarde came, it had ſurcly beene the end 
of our miſeries, ſoꝛ we had not left one of them lining. But 
our lines are not vet ſufficiently amended, that we ſhoulde 
receiue ſo great a bleſſing of God, But when his Maie⸗ 
ſties fo2ces were refreſhed, the launce-knights of the eni⸗ 
mie, to the number of fiſteene hundꝛed pꝛeſented themſelues 
in a little trench that was neareſt to the enimy which was 
kept by part of our two hund2zed launce· knights) who lil⸗ 
ting vp their hands, pꝛoteſted vito them, and deſired to 
peclde them ſelues to the King, condicionally that euerye 
one of vs might put vp our weapons. This was eſteemed 
ſuch gadnewes among vs, and ſo credibly belieued, that 
we made no other account but to receiue them with great 
top, and thereupon we were commanded that wee ſhoulde 
put vp cuery man his weapon: ſo we mingled our ſelues a- 
mong them without any ſuſpicion of treaſon, hg no 
another 
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mother by the hand, then two of the Captaines of the ſaid e 
launce- knights went to merte with the Bing: but being 
examined ſodenly, faultring in their woꝛdes, and ſcant 
knowing what they ſaide, named themſelues ſeruants to 
the Duke de Maine. The meane while they fedde vs 
with faire woꝛdes, onely to delay the tune till their whole 
troupes of hoꝛſemen might come to ſuſtame them, deſiring 
much to ſ{ the King. But to come to the effect of their 
treaſon , the King hauing no confidence in them, com- 
manded vs to march downe the medowes from them.And 
the while theſe villaines paſſcd toward the Switzers, as 
though in deed they would prelde themſelues wholy to the 
King. But ona ſodaine they ſeaſed vpon Mounheurle 
countie de Rochford : andſeeingno moꝛe our hoꝛſemen 
befoze them (and contrariwiſe theirs appꝛoching ſkill) they 
began to ſet vpon vs with all their might, while fifteene 
hundꝛeth moꝛe of their hoꝛſemen came marching along the 
Medo es in battell raye, very ſtrong and cloſe to chaſe vs. 
We beingnomoze but two hundꝛed and fiftie, o2 thꝛer 
hundꝛed hoꝛſemen at the moſt, The Comnet of Mounſieur 
de Monpancier, and the Coꝛnet of the great Eſquier go- 
ing befoze vs. 

This notable and ſubtill treaſon aſtoniſhed vs ſo 
much, that the moſt part of our company maugre our 
chiefeſt commanders, went backe towarde our Switzers, 
which Switzers neuer moued oꝛ ſh2onke foꝛ all that, but 
ſtod ſtill moſt firmely, ſhe wing ſuch a manly countenance, 
that the cnimic ſuſpected our ſhinking was but fo2 a pol- 
licie to buing them within the daunger of the Switzers, as 
was a great likelyhod ; fo2 retyꝛing in ſuch god oꝛder as 
we did, wee put our ſelues in two partes: our Arquebu- 
zers very well placed, ſo that if the eninne had paſſed a little 
farther (which he durſt not doe) they had ſurely had their 
payment,,and the whiles cur Cannons played vpon them 
and killed many, And they ſceing,that by the diligence of 

the King,we which were kene in great diipder, were fo 


The vctories of 
laute let in faire n gad ander, who in this extremttie being 
on the other fide, to gather the troupes together, to the end 
he might erpulſe theſ traiterous lamce-linights ( which he 
did) he thewed himleife both King,Captaine, and ſouldier, 
al at one tame, bearing hanſelf with ſuch a pzincely courage 
that thereby he became the onely mp2ro2 to incourage the 
Switzers them ſelues, as they haue ſince confeſſed. But 
his magnanimious and hardie exploites was not done 
without perrill of his ropall perſon, fo2 one of his botes 
was pearced, and his hozfe was hurt with a Caliuer ſhotte 
at what time his Pateſtic fonght both on hoſbacke and on 
fot, with the aſſured aſſiſtance ofthe Marſhall de Birron, 
and ſo much pzcuailed, as though the enimie had had the 
leſſer, and his Pateftte the greater munber. 

The enimie then retired himſcife very ſhameiullv, and 
ſoꝛe ſcattered, leauing their dead + ours, the ſieide behinde 
them, ſerking to ſhzoude themſetues in the village of Par- 

melt about bp the hill to ſcape from vs, On 
the ſibe of Dipe to paullet, Mounfieur de Chaſtelon, and 
Mounſieur de Guittery had a gadmaumber of fotmen, of 
the which mounſtcur de Chaſtillon bzought fine hund2ed 
god Calleeners, who came very fitly, the very inſtant that 
the treaſon was diſcouered. His Pateftie ſtayed pet in the 
fielde and commannded that certaine peeces of Oꝛdenance 
ſhonld be bzought to our little trenches, to bee diſcharged 
againſt Martinglize wher the enamie laye. Which being 
done, he after commended all perſons in moſt ſolemne ſoꝛte 
to render thankes vnto Godfoz their delincrance, euen as 
he had befoze deſired his ade in his iuſt cauſe. Then great- 
ly did his Bateltie commend the ſeruice of the Dwitzers in 
the pꝛeſente of their Captaines,and in dztnking, he duke 
vnto them foz the valiant explottes perfozmed that day by 


them, 
And to the end you map know all thinges that bath 


_paſſed, that nothing map be fozgotten here wozthy the no⸗ 


ting, we are molt credibly infozned a” 
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the light hozſemen on the eninnics ſive dved that _ who 
was ſince buried in Noon with mounſienr Saint Vidal 
chiefe maiſter of their Artillerp,the Loꝛd of Saint Andrew 
bꝛother to the Countie of Saux, mounfieur de Vuiuille 
ponger ſome to the Parſhall of Wencle, the Chiuallier de 
Picart andmany other of name andaccount whom J can 
not remember, we toke pꝛiſoners þ Earle of Billin, Mar 
ſhall of the Campe. Tremblecourt, le count de Lotaine 
who had the firſf regiment , and mounſicur Sauelack 
with diuers other Captaines fo2 the fight was ſo hoat that 
nothing could be heard, which was the cauſe that manie 
died which woulde gladly haue yeelded themſelues to our 
mercie. And although we deſerucd no ſuch fauour at Gods 
handes, pct he bleſſed vs in ſuch ſoꝛt that we loſt but ſeauen 
and twentie men in all this fight: neuertheleſſe we were 
verie ſozrowfull ſoꝛ the death ol Mounſicur the Count de 
Rouſy (bzother to the Count de la Rouchfoucaue ) and 
Mounſieur de Bacqueuille whoſe vertues were moſt 
commendable among all men but cſpectally the valiant and 
hardy ſeruice which they perfomed in this fight, wherein 
they declared their wonderfull courage. Neither can J 
fozget Mounſieur le graund Prior who ſeeing Monſicur 
Sagonne, (a moſt pꝛoud and ambitions enemie, and one 
that boaſted himſelle ouer all men, fo2 the opinion "hee con- 
ceaued in his manhod and ſtrength of armes) he called him 
to the fight, and ſoneere they toyned togither that when 
they parted, Sa gonne boze away his markes: And ſee the 
fudgement of God vpon this vnhappie man, lighting down 
from his hoꝛſe he bꝛoke his necke. 
The next day after, that is to ſav, on Saterday the thꝛer 
and twentie my Loꝛd Staffoꝛd ( Ambaſſadour to the moſt 
Noble Nneene ol Englande ) arriued at Deepe , bꝛinging 
both money and victuals , but he ſawe not his Maieſtie til 
the next day. About mdinght the ſame Saterday wee 
perceaued that the enemie changed his opinion, and that 
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day moꝛning very early without any ſound of D21amne 02 
Trumpet in ſight of his Maieſtie and all his armie) which 
were fo2 the moſt part in battell rave on the otherſide of 
the hill, where my Loꝛd Ambaſſadour mette hum: this re⸗ 
meoning of theirs was doone with ſuch great feare and ſo 
cowardly, that they left their wounded men in their villa- 
ges behinde them, leauing by the way both thetr viaualles 
and mimition fo2 warre, and to their greater ſhame , they 
ſtaied not ſo much as to giue their Sentriles warning to 
retire oꝛ ſaue themſelues. They take their iourney as 
though they went to a Towne called Ewe , but we purſu⸗ 
ing them toke ſome pꝛiſoners, who being demaunded the 
cauſe ol their ſoddaine retire, were founde in diuers tales 
concerning the ſame, fo2 ſome ſavde it was becauſe of the 
comming of the Engliſh ſhippes which lately ariued there, 
wherein they doubted great aide to be ſent to his Paieſtie. 
Some other ſaide it was vppon occaſion of placing ot newe 
Gouernours among them, in ſterde of thoſe which had been 
fame, whereupon great ſtrife grew among them, ſome al- 
lowing of one man, ſome choſing an other: but we muſt 
referre that vato God, who can wozke confuſion among 
his enemies when it pleaſeth him. Then the encnue 
went paſt the foreſt and riuer, to S. Vax, Quinqueuille, 
and Bures, + lodged himſelfe on the otherſide of the towne 
of Deepe., where he ſpꝛedde his tropes all about, intrench- 
ing hamſclife in the neereft Uillages,as Januall , Boutiles, 
Apeuiell, and others. The king ſeeing that cauſed his bat: 
tell to be pitched in the plaine neere Arques, and ſent the 
regiment of Monſieur de la Gard into the Caltle of Ar⸗ 
ques(but the dap befo2e he bꝛought all his armie into Deep 
and the ſuburbes of the ſame, with thee perces of great 0z- 
dmamte) and being come, all that night he cauſcdgreat and 
large trenches to be made in a plate called the Mount of 
Cattes, on the ſide of the enemie, ſo that he had a faire de⸗ 
fence in the moning , in which place he lodged a part of his 
fatmen, virter the Gomeenenne of Monſicur de Ch er 
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lon, with thirteene enſignes of Suitzers: the reſt of his ar- 
mie he placed in the towne , and in the fot of Paulet, but 
in the fo:t of the Mount of Cats on the ſide of Ianuell the 
King cauſed two double Cannons to bee planted, which 
were ſhott off vpon the enemie without any ſhott in vaine, 
becauſe they were all on an heape, and their hozſcmen could 
not come into their quarter , but by the fauour of the Can- 
non. 

The firſt day ol October the enemie planted ſire perces 
of oꝛdenance vpon the toppe of the hill by Ianuall 333 
five oꝛ fire vollies of ſhot into the towne,, where with was 
llaine one of the Kings Cokes, a woman, a maiden, and a 
boye, doing alſo great hurt vnto two ſhippes which lay at 
Anker in the hauen. But they withd2ewe ſone aſter their 
Camnons from that place, becauſe by our Cannons their 
maſter gonner was ſlame, + two peeces of their oꝛdenance 
dfinounted, which was done by a ſkilfull Engliſh Carmo⸗ 

neir, who was pꝛeſented to the King by my Loꝛd Staffoꝛd, 
Ambaſſadeur to the Nucene of England. The fourth day 
of October the enemie bꝛoke downe all their Rampiers 02 
Gabions, becauſe our men viſited them moze then they de⸗ 
ſired, making them to fozſake them euerp fte. And ſer⸗ 
ing they could no better pꝛeuaile the enenue retired himſelf 
againe with great ſhame and loſſe of men, and the vtter 
ruine ol his armie ( after he had vſcd all the crueltics that 
might be) taking his way toward Picardie, not daring to 
fight againſt the helpe which was comming towarde the 
King. His Maieſtie little thinkung of the enemies ſodaine 
departure, ſawe how he raiſed his campe on a ſoddaine in 
ſight of them all, whereupon he pꝛeſently imagined that he 
went to fight againſt the helpes which were comming to- 
warde his Maieſtie, ( which were bought by the Earle of 
Soyſſon, the Duke de Longeuiell, and the Marſhall 
PAumont before they could iopne with his Maieſtie. And 
the moze his highneſſe miſtruſted the matter by their ſhif- 
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C 2 Maieſtie 


minde) fbtect themſelues to a ſtrange Gorernement , has 
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Maite ſties armie. But his grace knowing that theſe helpes 
were come within ſeauen oꝛ eight leagues, he determined 
with thꝛer oꝛ foure hundꝛed hoꝛſemen to go merte and ioine 
with them, leaning the arſhall de Birron in Deepe with 
all the reſt of the armie. And although the enemie was but 
fiue leagues off when his Maieſtie topned with his newe 
foꝛces, pet inſight of them all: his highneſſe toke parfozce 
the towne and Caftle of Gamaſche, and ſince hee toke in 
like manner the townc of Ewe, which was as great an oc- 
caſton as might be to pzocure the Duke de Maine to the 
fight. But in ſteede thereof, and fearing he ſhould be con- 
ſtrained therevnto, he moſt cowardly went ouer the riner 
of Some, into Picardie, ſeeking to excuſe this ſhamefiill re- 
tire with a greater diſgrace, foꝛ he publiſhed abꝛoad that he 
was conſtrained to come downe into Picardie to take him 
ſelfe poſſeſſion of the townes of that P2ouince, which mat- 
ter was befoze intreated of by his Deputies, in the towne 


of Aras at what time the ſaide Duke de maine had boumd 


hinſelfe to the Spaniardes to deliner all thoſe townes into 
their hands: but the Spaniards wold not come to aide him, 
befo2e he had perfozmed what he was bound to doo, vnto 
which compoſition hee was in donbt the people of thoſe 
townes would not eaſily conſent, The King which had a 
ſpetiall deſire to bꝛing the enemie to an open battelt: (ing 
he wouldnot do it ſo long as he was on this ſide of the riuer 
of Some, and now being the firſt that had paſſed the ſayde 
river, he thought it now vnpoſſible hee ſhould be bzought 
thereunto. Vis Maieſtie therefoꝛe reſolucd himſelfe to tap 
fo: the enemies returne backe againe, not caring much fo2 
his paſſing into Picardie, fo2 that he knew the people wold 
neuer yeelde vnto him. And altheugh the Frenchmen in 
their heate and naturall haſtmeſſe, fell ſometime into ſedi⸗ 
tion and rebellion, vet he knew their anger laſted not long, 
and that they are not fo farre degenerated from the opinion 
of their Anceſtoꝛs, that they would(to pleaſe another mans 
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uing ſo many examples befoze their eyes to beware, know- 
ing alſo that there is no Dominion in the woꝛlde moze 
ſweete vnto them, then their owne Countrie, 

Do his Maieſtie ſtaying vet a while in the town'of Deep, 
as well foꝛ the affaires of Noꝛmandie ( where he lefte the 
Duke de Monponcier)as alſo to reteiue the foure thou- 
ſand Englithmen, ſent vnto him by the moſt renowmed 
Nueene of England. He departedfrom the ſaid Derpe the 
one and twentieth of October, taking ſmall iourneyes on 
this ſide the riuer, keeping himſelfe Kill on the enemies ſide 
vntill he came to Meulan, ten leagues from Paris, whe- 
ther the king with all ſpeed purpoſed to goe, thinking that 
the enemie fo2 his credits ſake, and in reſpect of the pꝛomiſe 
which he made to al thoſe of his ſide,hereafter to perfozme, 
would come to their aide at the leaſt, and what he woulde 
not doe to winne Deepe, he would doe without fatle fo2 the 
defence of Paris, In conſideration wherof the king thought 
god to go ouer the riner of Se inne at the bridge of Mullin, 
which done he came pꝛeſently to Paris, fo2 two cauſes: et- 
ther to compell the enemie to the fight, oꝛ to make him re- 
tire from Picardie, whereby treaſon he ſodeinly toke the 
towne of Fer re, and he might well doe the like by others, 
eſpecially becauſe the moft part of the nobilitie of that coun- 
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lodged his armie in the neereſt vilages round about, and the 
verie ſame date his Grace went all about to ſuruaie the 
trenches along the ſuburbes on the other ſide of the river. 
And ſodeinly by the aduite of the Pꝛinces and Parſhals of 
France, with other expert Captames, his Maiettie deter- 
mined to aſſault the ſayde ſuburbes the next moming by 
bꝛeake ol daie, by th2ee ſeuerall troupes, and in thzee ſundete 
places, whom, he duuded himſelfe into this ſo2te. In one of 
the troups were the foure thouſand Engliſhmen, vnder the 
government ofmyLo2d Willoughbie their generall, with 
two regiments of French men, and one regiment of Swi⸗ 
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ron de Birron his ſonne, and Monſieur de Gettrie, with 
di uerſe other noble men, who had commandement to aſſalt 
the ſuburbes of Saint Marcel and Saint Uicto2z. The ſe⸗ 
cond troupe was of foure regiments of French men, two 
regiments of Swiſers, and foure tompanies of aduenturers 
with the Parſhall of Aumont accompanied with Monſi- 
eur le Grand Eſquier, and Monſieur de Riculx Parſhall 
of the field, and a god munber of Nobles and Gentlemen, 
who had in charge to aſſault the ſuburbes of Saint Iames, 
and Saint Michael. The third troupe with ten regimentes 
of French ſouldiers, one regiment of Lanceknights, condu- 
cted by Monſieur de la Noe t Monſieur de Chaſtellon 
aſſaulted the ſuburbs of Saint Germain Bucie, and Nele, 
each troupe hauing a god number of Gentlemen on fwte 
well armed, to ſuſtame the fotemen, if anie extreame reſi- 
Hans Ore RR Maou onthe regard erect 
Canons and two culuerings were planted. He 
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panies, his Maieſtie commanding ouer the firſt, Monſieur 
le Count de Soy ſon auer the ſecond, and the Duke of Lon- 
guewl ouer the third, each of them appointed ouer one of 
the thꝛer ſides of the ſuburbes, And in this oꝛder the firlt of 
Nucmber by bꝛeake of the daie, the ſaid ſuburbes were ſo 
ſhaken by the Kings power, that in leſſe then an houre they 
were all taken, with the loſſe of fiftene hundꝛeth of the ene⸗ 
mie oꝛ there abaut, wimiing alſo the ſame time foureteene 
Enſignes aud thirtcene peeces of o2zdinance great and ſmall. 
And with ſuch ſurie we followed the chaſe of our enemies þ 
our men were mingled among them, euen within the verie 
gates of the citie. And had the ings great o2dinance come 
fo ſone as it was the gates of Pari had bin ſure⸗ 
ly beatendowne they could awe waie haue ſtreng⸗ 
thened them. Do his Maieſtie came into the ſuburbes ol 
D. Iames about ſeauen o2 eight of the clocke in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning, the people crying along the ſtreetes with a loud voice, 
Callas the King e e of ioy, then any frare 
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et all. Beſide, the King obſerued ſo god an oꝛder among his 
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doe. The enimie about an hundzcd and fiftie ſhot, toke foz 
their defence the Abbie of Saint Germaine,ſhewing them 
ſelues as though they would holde it perſoꝛte, as they might 
verie well doc. by reaſon of the ſtrength thereof. But about 
midnight being by vs charged to render the une, they gaue 
ourr their holde, and then was his Maieſtie mailter of all 
the ſuburbes beyond the water, which are eſteemed almoſt 
as bigge as the Citie of London within the wals.: All that 
date we tmploped about the intrenching of our ſelues heloꝛe 
the gates of the Citie, and in ſetting Marders in euerie 
place, His M uſtie was aduertiſed about midnight, that the 
Duke de Maine came into the Citie of Paris with his foꝛ⸗ 
ces. Mhereby the King had part ol his wiſh, becauſe the e⸗ 
nemie was now retired from Picardie. He would therefo:e 
trie if he woulde fulfill the other part of his deſire, that is to 
make battaile againſt him, that he might not altogether er⸗ 
ecute his inflice againſt the wals of the Citie,and his owne 
ſubiects who were greatly ſeduced by the bad perſuaſions of 
his enemies, wherevpon he ſtavd all the Thurſdaie to ſee if 
they would come fo2th to the fight, But ſeeing they ſhewed 
not ante feeling of their loſſe receined the date befoze , the 
king came fo2th of the ſuburbes the Friday moꝛning, and ſet 
himſcife in battaile rate offering fight to the enimie , but 
ſtaving in the field from eight of the clocke in the mozning, 
untill eleuen, and ſeemg all that time no man appearing, her 
marched quite from thence , contenting himſelfe fo2 that 
tune, to haue enterpꝛiſed and executed vpon that Citie, that 
which heretofoze was neuer done, leauing his enemies a 
perpetuall repꝛoch among all men, that being offered the 
fight, dur ſt neuer come thereto. Which may ſerue fo2 a ſpe⸗ 
ciall warning hercafter , neuer moꝛe to beleeue the greate 
bꝛags and vaunts which they haue and ſhall publiſh of their 
great valour and courage, which was a manifeſt token to 
the 
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the inhabitants, how niere they were bought to their deter 
riune and conſuſion, and as fo the helpe which they had, it 

was almoſt inozfe vnto them then the loſſe of all their ſub⸗ 
ſtance. And J cannot thinke but they did at this time ſuffi⸗ 
cientiy learne to their coſt, that they cannot ſtand im ſafetie, 
without the keeping or a great e nughtie armie, the charge 
whereof would be woꝛſe vntd them in the end, then il they 
were taken by the ſurie of the enemie; And no doubt but it 
would be the dniuer tall de ſolation of that faire and wealthie 
Citie, which is the chicfe and pꝛincipall oꝛnament in the 
Keane, of whole welfare and ſafetie his Maieſtie hath 
plainiy thewed he hath moze tender care then themielues. 
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
